While our city levy is lower than- it 


ms been, it is now about on an aver- 
age with similar cities. Ironton is 10.3; 
Ashtabula 12.4; Chillicothell 3-8; Mans- 
field 11,5; Piqual3,2andCirclevillel0.5. 
While our city levy is an average, our 
Ctountv levy is much lower than that of 
many'othe'rs, so that the total levy is 
2.09. 
Other counties are much higher, 


as for example Lawrence, where the 
total levy, city and county, amounts 
to 3.26. 
There is one thing the council and 


committees must do. They must keep 
within the limits of their funds. 
The 


legislature did not do a vain, idle and 
foolish thing- when it established funds 
for various departments. Ic did a wise 
thing. It did for a city what an indi- 
vidual does for himself when he makes 
a calculation of what he can and what 
he cannot spend and live within his 
means. 
. , 
We would recommend and insist upon 


a strict compliance of the rule to "live 
within your means." The clerk can 
inform any member, or any committee 
at any time what amount there is in 
their fund, so that there may be no ex- 
cuse for exceeding the limit. 
Last year the expense of maintaining 


tho fire department were about $13,000. 
The present levy will allow about 
§10,800 to this department, which is a 
liberal allowance, and tho committee 
must see that this sum is not exceeded. 
Feed for this department should be 
purchased under contract for delivery 
as called for early in the season and 
under an advertisement for bids. 


The levy for the interest fund will 


yield about §16,450. The interest due 
each year is 533,000, including the in- 
terest on water works bonds, but we 
have understood that the trustees of 
the water works will be able, and will 
pay their interest this year, so that t 
levy for this purpose is not necessary 
We believe the water works are in bet- 
ter condition than ever. 
The levies for light, sewer,- poor, 


election and street improvement funds 
are ample to meet all foreseen expenses. 


The levy for the street fund will yield 


about 57,000. This fund has been over 
drawn heretofore, but during the pres 
ent year we trust it will come within 
its limits, and we have every confidence 
in the ability of the committee to so 
manage it. The success of this com- 
mittee will depend almost entirely on 
the management of the street com- 
missioner, who should see to it that in 
as much as the city pays much higher 
than the individual for work of all 
kinds, that efficient and faithful service 
be rendered therefor. All work done, 
and purchases made in this and all de- 
partments, should come strictly under 
rule 87. All improvements, for which 
it is possible to receive bids, should be 
let by contract to the lowest bidder. 


The prosperity of this city will de 


pend largely on our success in keepinp 
taxation below three per cent., anc 
this success can only be achieved by 
the strictest economy. 
A thousand 


rules will avail nothing if not lived up 
to, and after all we must look to the 
practical management of those 
in 


in cha.rge. In order that we may know 
from time to time the condition of the 
various funds, and have a better idea 
of what is being done for monies ex 
pended, we recommend the adoption oi 
the following rules: 
First, The street commissioner shall 


specify in detail on his pay roll what 
service was rendered by each employee 
and where. 
Second, The city clerk shall present 


monthly a statement of the condition 
of each fund, showing the approximate 
amount originally due such 
fund; 


amount expended to date, and balance 
available for the rest of the year. 


Third, The name of every employee 


aud officer of the city should be read 
on the schedule and the amount re- 
ceived by him given.
